A sudden, intense thunderstorm

Thomas E. Dewey solemnly set 
a goal of freedom for men every- 
where in accepting the Republican 
presidential nomination last night. 


"As long as the world is half 


free, we must peacefully labor to 
help men everywhere achieve lib- 
erty," he told cheering G.O.P. Na- 
tional Convention delegates who 
had just nominated him unani- 
mously. 


"Above all other purposes," he 


said, "we must labor by every 
peaceful means to build a world 
order founded upon justice and 
righteousness. That 
kind 
of a 


world will' have peace. That kind 
of peace will be worth having:" 


World freedom and an appeal 


for unity to help achieve it were 
the two central themes of the 
New York governor's 
15-minute 


acceptance speech. 


"We are a united party," he told 


the Republicans, but "our nation 
stands tragically in need of that 
same unity." 


The unity to be .sought is "most 


of all spiritual," he said. 
' 


"We have found the means to 


blow our world, physically, apart. 
Spiritually we have-yet to find the 
means to put together^ the world's 
broken 
pieces, 
to bind 
up 
ils 


wounds, to make a good society, 
a community of men of good will 
that: fits our dreams. 


"We have devised noble plans 


for a new world. Without a new 
spirit our noblest, plans will come 
to nothing. We pray that, in the 
days ahead, a full measure of that 
spirit may be ours." 


Dewey referred to the six other 


candidates for the nomination as 
"high minded men of character 
and ability and deeply devoted to 
their country." 


"Never has a political party 


produced such distinguished men," 
he said. 


"There has been honest, conten- 


tion, spirited disagreement, hot 
argument," Dewey said, "but lot 
no one be misled. You have given 
moving and 
dramatic proof 
oE 


how Americans, who honestly dif- 
fer, 
close ranks 'and move for- 


ward for the nation's well being, 
shoulder to shoulder." 


At that point he deviated from 


his prepared texl to say: 


"Let; 
me assure you that begin- 


ning .next January 20 there will bo 
teamwork in the government ol 
the United States." 


Dewey said he is "free" and 


"unfettered" 
from 
any commit- 


ments and is "proud" to support 
the party platform unanimously 
adopted at the convention. 


"It will be the heart of the mes-

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KING GUSTAV V 


It is ft wonder that King GustaV V of 


Sweden was able to stand up under the cele- 
bration which marked Ills 90th birthday— 
15 hours of parades, speeches, Rifts, feasts 
nnd fireworks, nnd six changes of uniform 
for the honored monarch. But the king has 
etood up under many worse ordeals in his 40 
years on the throne. And his survival Is, 
to a great extent, to his own credit. 


When Gustav became king In 1907, such 


spectacles as the one he went through on 
his birthday were part of the usual trappings 
of monarchy. State visits and the like were 
part of the bread-and-circuscs routine. 


But such pomp was not to Custav's lik- 


ing. Succeeding to the throne as an "old 
man" of nearly 50, he immediately tipped 
over the apple cart of tradition by refusing 
to go through the elaborate ceremony of a 
coronation. He set a democratic pattern 
quite unusual for the period. 


Today only one monarch, the retired 


Queen Wilhelmlna of the Netherlands, re- 
mains of those who sat on Europe's thrones 
when Gustav became king. Not only the 
monarchs, but most of the monarchies have 
vanished. King Gustav has seen the slightly 
controlled despotism of Kaiser Wilhelm nnd 
Czar Nicholas replaced by the uncontrolled 
despotism of Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin. 


Yet Sweden's king has helped hold his 


country steady against the tides of abso- 
lutism that have threatened it on all sides. 
In two crisis he stubbornly resisted the at- 
tempts to make Sweden abandon her neu- 
trality. And by playing up the independence 
and indispensnbility of his country and its 
people, he helped Sweden to escape Invasion. 


All this time the democratic simplicity of 


King Gustav's life has mirrored the growing 
democracy of his country. Though he liked 
to play tennis ns "Me. G."—nnd did, until 
two years ago—and while he enjoyed the 
theatre and Riviera vacations, the life of the 
king and the royal family has not been one 
of useless luxury. 


He hns encouraged his family to be active 


and useful, Many of his numerous progeny 
have distinguished themselves in various 
fields — art, 
science^ business, athletics. 


Count Bernadotte, who is attempting to 
mediate the Palestine dispute, Is his nephew, 


Sweden's government has been controlled 


for several years by the socialist Labor 
Party, which is pledged to do away with the 
monarchy. But its leaders apparently have 
had a hard time convincing the Swedes that 
their aged king is n reactionary menace to 
their well being. The evidence seems to be 
all in the other direction. 


At 90. King Gustav has lived longer— 


though not reigned longer—than did the 
venerable Queen Victoria and the old Em- 
peror Franz Josef of Australia. But he is, 
not of their time or temper, though he was* 
their contemporary. Rather he stands as an 
enduring symbol of Europe's change for the 
better, and as a man who led rather than 
followed the trend toward democracy. As 
such he is also a symbol of hope, outside his 
country as well as within it, that the free- 
dom that he has fostered will prevail, 


FINGERPRINTS 


He helped to detect thousands of crimes. 


This might be the epitaph of the late Dr. 
Hrnry P. De Forest, who In 1902 established 
in New York the first fingerprint file in the 
United States. As knowledge spread that 
path prrson hnd special fingerprints unlike 
.those of any other persons, other police sys- 
tems copied New York until now the finger- 
print file is a commonplace of police adminis- 
tration. 


De Forest did not discover the individual- 


ity of fingerprints. This has boon known in 
Asia for a long time. In the West the pio- 
neer was Francis Galton. cousin of Charles 
Darwin. The latter Is usually thought of as 
th^ clisinvnrr of the evolution of species. 
'.".alton was a many-sided genius who, among 
other things, founded the science of eugenics. 
G.ilt'.'ii un.tn n book in IS!).'', which First told 
th" world of investigations which he had 
bt'rn making for years. 


Curiously enough, an unexpected Ameri- 


can pioneer in this field was Mark Twain.

AN EMOTIONAL INTERLUDE 


The first emotional expression of the Republi- 


can Convention broke 
through the deepening 


frigidity of the delegates when Herbert Hoover 
stood before them, unbowed, undefeated, still the 
lender of his party . Round and round they marched, 
currying their state standards In respect and recog- 
nition of moral leadership. Round nnd round they 
sung "Glory, Glory, Hallelujah!" Shouting, singing, 
cheering, marching, delegation after 
delegation 


saluted the last Republican President before this 
convention was held. 


There he stood, a man who had suffered sixteen 


years of attack nnd abuse, at last welcomed with 
affection nnd affirmative love. 
He stood I here, 


white, grey, no longer the unknown ex-President. 
He was so moved that he forgot to use his eye- 
glasses nnd rend his speech, swinging his spec- 
tacles in his right hand. 


And n weary audience .that had listened to the 


respective oratory of those whoso positions re- 
quired those unnecessarily long speeches, Mint spurn 
not to focus, listened attentively to the uged leader 
as ho told them of their duties and obligations. 
Someone afterward said that the entire experience 
was a relief from the monotony of marking time 
until the balloting began. 


For that is really all that the delegates came 


here to do, and that is being delayed to give the 
candidates ample opportunity to get in thpir elec- 
tioneering. Lots of queer things are happening in 
this unbossed convention nnd ono wonders some- 
times if it would not bo more orderly and achieve 
better results if the bands of music in l.lie streets 
nnd hotels, the ciilvulcndcB of young people curry- 
ing placards meaning nothing, the fierce; struggle 
for tickets, could be dispensed with. For what has 
all this tomfoolery to do with the extraordinarily 
serious business of choosing n President of the 
United States? 


And that applies to oratory, too. The speeches 


nre long nnd flat nnd nobody listens. It is astonish- 
ing how many words a politician believes he must 
cast upon the atmosphere to make one small point. 
Hoover's speech took less time than the ovation 
that preceded it, nnd its brevity was not its only 
virtue. An hour Is not needed to say what any- 
one hnd to say so far in this convention. 
The convention is nn immature- process. At 3 


o'clock tills morning plenty of activity was mani- 
fest in the hotels. Men were laboring to stop 
Dewey; others wore bringing In new delegates for 
Dcwcy. The anti-Dcwey forces tried to moot in 
what has been called "a smoke-filled room," as 
though every room were not smoke-filled. But the 
plan (lopped like the nttemptcd Vnndcnborg blitz. 
The trend toward Dewey is not a little .due to con- 
vention fatigue and the desire to get it over with. 
Had the trend been for Taft, it would have been 
for the same reason. 


The queer thing is that the" ballyhoo continues 


even after n Candidate has lost all appeal, and has 
become a seconder of someone else's hopes, 
I 


suppose that thaf has to do with contracts lot- 
bands of music just as the convention itself must 
be expanded beyond reason and necessity to ful- 
fill an arrangement with its Philadelphia sponsors 
to have it last until Thursday. None oE this is 
necessary or Important, nor is It at the end of 
June good fun, nor docs It represent n mature ap- 
proach to public problems. It, is pure bunk and 
hooey nnd could well be abolished along with the 
old concept that n long casualty list on the Fourth 
of July is patriotism.. 


Still there Is some silver lining, like the Hoover 


oration and the brilliant work of some ot the men 
on tho committee which wrote the platform who 
declined to permit tho State Department to pre- 
pare the text for the Republican planks on foreign 
relntions. It Is usual for a platform to be welded 
together out of planks prepared by subcommittees 
and handed Its subcommittee by some specialist. 
This time the full committee asserted its inde- 
pendence nnd did Its own work. It rewrote plank 
after plunk and men speak well of Senator Irving 
Ives of New York, who smoothly assorted the 
rights and duties of delegates to do their own 
writing. This was one very bright spot.

SUITABLE CONTACT LENSES UA1SE MOBALE 


You perhaps have been reading about contact 


lenses which ennble those who dislike the idea of 
wearing glasses (at an "early age") to get all need- 
ed help for their eyes. Many would be surprised at 
the number of men and women who are willing to 
go about without the aid of glasses they really 
need rather than wear glasses, 


What always has been a serious matter to 


physicians Is that so many boys and girls have had 
to avoid group games and athletics because of poor 
eyesight, owing to the danger of Hying glass from 
broken spectacles, Not only has this meant loss of 
the physical development but also loss of the emo- 
tional und mental development derived from group 
games. 


In the "American Journal of Optpmetry," Dr. 


John J, Wey, Cleveland, reports a case of a stu- 
dent examined to determine whether or not he was 
a suitable case for contact lenses. Both eyes needed 
correction. 
Ho was found suitable for contact 


lenses, and Is now comfortably wearing them 10 
hours dally. Contact lenses must be fitted by an ex- 
pert only. The above case is reported to show the 
advantages of a suitable contact lens for young 
patients. 


"This boy was nn athlete and contact lenses cn- 


ublc him to take part in football, swimming, wrest- 
ling nnd other sports with complete change in his 
pattern of life." Had ho been denied the use of con- 
tact lenses he would have been deprived of the abil- 
ity to acquire the physical and mental coordination 
obtained by taking part in athletic sports. 


While the above case is of interest to the boy 
or girl naturally inclined toward athletics, it should 
be of even more interest to the parents oC children 
with poor eyesight who are not inclined to play. 
Being able to play the various games not only de- 
velops mental and physical coordination but also 
raises their morale.

cal, mental, and emotional development that keeps
